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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1 , 2 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Linglet et al (WO 01/44084 A2: figures 1-3 and abstract). 

Linglet et al teach a variable pitch arm star construction for a rotary molding 
machine for making bottles by a drawing-blowing operations, characterized in that the 
star construction comprises arms (18) having gripper elements (30) for supporting 
parisons (32) and a cooperating lever and cam system for changing the pitch of the arm 
and for properly orienting the grippers. The system includes a double-lever (34), which 
has two attached L-shaped segments. There is a central pivot pin on the lever and two 
cam rollers (36,38) for cooperating with cams (40, 42). In respect to claim 5, the 
double-lever (34) is pivoted to the gripper arm (18) at A4 (figure 1) and to a connecting 
rod (46) at roller (36). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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4. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Linglet et 
al taken together with Pollinger et al (DE 1001 7050 A1 : figures 2, 4 and 5). 

Linglet et al disclose all claimed features except for the use of a supporting 
flange to support a pivot pin. 

Pollinger et al disclose a star assembly having a plurality of gripper arms (4) and 
a supporting flange (G) for supporting a pivot pin (9). 

It would have been obvious at the time of the invention to one of ordinary skill in 
the art to modify the apparatus of Linglet et al by using a supporting flange for 
supporting the gripping arms as disclosed by Pollinger et al to allow simple mounting of 
the arm to a star wheel. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 3, 6, 7 and 8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: In regards to claim 3, none of the prior art of record teach or suggest the 
apparatus of claim 2 wherein the levers have respective end portions including each a 
different diameter double bearing. Linglet et al disclose a single bearing or roller. In 
regards to claim 6, none of the prior art teaches or suggests the apparatus of claim 5, 
wherein the pivot pin is a double pivot pin element. Linglet et al disclose a single pivot 
pin. 
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Conclusion 



7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicants disclosure. The remaining references disclose the state of the art of star 
carriers.
